^  he  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  up  to  sixteen 
individuals.  The  President  of  the  Old  Boys' 
j'\ssociation  is  a  member  by  virtue  of  his  office. 
Fifteen  members  are  elected  at  the  Annuiil  General 
Meedng  of  the  Selwyn  House  Association;  at  least  eight  of 
these  individuals  must  be  Old  Boys.  The  members  rotate  and 
ser\'e  a  term  of  one  to  diree  years.  Vacancies  are  filled  by  the 
Nominadng  Committee,  a  board  sub-committee.  This  year's 
board  consists  of  8  alumni,  and  6  current  or  past  parents.  Two 
new  Directors  are  to  be  named. 

The  mandate  of  the  Board  is  to  determine  policy  and 
strategic  direction,  and  to  provide  the  means  by  which  the 
School  can  successfully  accomplish  its  goals. 


Board  Members  support  and  strengthen  the  school. 
They  provide  counsel,  keep  the  Headmaster  informed  on 
matters  of  interest,  act  as  ambassadors  of  the  School,  and 
assist  in  capital  campaigns. 

Board  members  sit  on  committees,  of  which  there  are 
twelve.  These  committees  address  a  variety  of  issues 
including  academics,  athletics,  capital  campaign,  finance, 
marketing,  and  scholarship  to  name  a  few.  Additional 
committee  members  may  include  faculty  members, 
including  the  Headmaster,  as  well  as  former  board 
members  and  other  members  of  the  School  community.
